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The  Plant  Variety  Protection  Act,  (7  U.S.C. 
2321  et  seq.)  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture to  publish  an  Official  Journal  and  to 
provide  the  public  with  pertinent  information 
relating  to  the  operations  of  the  Plant  Variety 
Protection  Office. 

The  statute  also  authorizes  the  Secretary 
to  disseminate  technological  and  other  informa- 
tion available  to  the  Office  that  would  encourage 
innovation  and  promote  progress  in  plant  breeding. 

The  Official  Journal,  which  is  published 
quarterly,  includes  instructions  issued  by  the 
Office  and  related  information.  It  will  be  sent 
free  to  anyone  on  request.

QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS  ABOUT  THE  PLANT  VARIETY  PROTECTION  ACT 


Q:  What  have  been  the  biggest  problems  in  implementing  the  Plant 

Variety  Protection  Act  so  far? 

A:  In  addition  to  the  problem  of  starting  a new  program,  our 

biggest  problem  has  been  in  processing,  in  a timely  manner,  a back- 
log of  applications  for  protection  on  59  different  species.  We 
have  four  full-time  examiners.  An  examiner  can  computerize  and 
examine  only  one  species  at  a time.  So  far  we  have  issued  cer- 
tificates of  protection  on  lettuce  and  soybean.  The  first  cer- 
tificate on  wheat  is  being  issued,  and  certificates  of  protection 
should  be  issued  on  cotton  by  the  end  of  December.  Certificates 
on  peas  and  beans  should  be  issued  early  in  1974. 

Q:  Have  any  certificates  issued  so  far  been  contested? 

A:  No . 

Q:  What  wording  should  be  used  on  bags  and  tags  to  properly  conform 

with  the  notification  of  the  public  that  seed  within  the  container 
is  to  be  protected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Plant  Variety  Pro- 
tection Act? 

A:  The  only  wording  required  under  the  Act  is  "Propogation  Pro- 

hibited" and  "U.S.  Protected  Variety."  Additional  suggested  wording 
is  contained  in  the  regulations  under  the  Act.  Additional  wording 
is  being  used  by  some  firms  to  help  buyers  understand  the  limita- 
tions on  reproduction. 

Q:  What  is  the  role  of  State  certification  for  genetic  purity 

in  Plant  Variety  Protection? 

A:  The  Plant  Variety  Protection  Act  is  the  only  known  plant 

protection  law  that  allows  an  owner  to  specify  that  a protected 
variety  must  be  sold  by  variety  only  as  a class  of  certified  seed. 

Q:  What  are  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  specifying  that 

a variety  is  to  be  sold  only  as  a class  of  certified  seed? 

A:  An  advantage  is  that  after  a certificate  of  protection  is  issued, 
the  sale  by  variety  name  of  uncertified  seed  of  the  protected  va- 
riety becomes  a violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act.  This  is  true 
whether  the  sale  is  in  intrastate  or  interstate  commerce.  A dis- 
advantage is  that,  after  an  owner  specifies  sale  as  certified  seed 
only,  if  the  owner  cannot  obtain  State  certification  of  a particular 
lot  of  seed  he  cannot  sell  the  seed  by  variety  name  as  uncertified 
seed. 

Q:  Can  certified  seed  of  a protected  variety  be  sold  if  the 

"certified  seed  only"  option  is  not  specified? 

A:  Yes,  if  the  specification  is  not  made,  a producer  can  sell 

certified  or  non-certif ied  seed  of  the  variety. 
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
